This decision does not attack the 
broad operation of the Cooper act 
empowering cities to say what prices 
shall be charged by their public utili- 
ties corporations.

Is Cause of Surprise. 
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PEKIN, Feb, 12.—China today 
joined the sisterhood of the. 
world’s republics. In three Im- 
perial edicts the Manchu dynas- 
ty changed 400,000,000 subjects 
from an absolute rule, which ran 
through 36 dynasties, to citizens 
of the largest self-governing na- 
tion on the earth. 


The first edict announced the abdica- 
of the dynasty after 300 years of 
absolute rule: the second declared that 
the throne accepted the republic; the 
third approved all the- conditions agreed 
on by Premier Yuan-Shi-Kai and the re- 
publieans. 
The third edict created great astonish- 
ment. It had been expected that the 
Manchus would demand conditions which 
safeguard many of their privi- 
but, according to the proclama- 
the surrender is unconditional, The 
edict informed the viceroys and. pro- 
vinclal governors of the retirement of 
the throne from political power and in- 
structed them to continue doing their 
duty and to preserve order throughout 
the land.

The ‘‘acid test,”’ it 
when Attorney John I’. Green first ap- 
plied it last December, consisted of mea- 
suring the number of $20 gold pieces 
that a half-gallon glass fruit jar would 
contain. 

His Previous Testimony. 

Swinney testified in his deposition 
that’ the 200 $20 gold pieces which he, 
George A. Kimmel, J. A. Johnson and 
R. M. Snyder dug up in an Oregon 
forest were contained in two half-ga:- 
lon jars. The jars were not full, he 
said, but were so nearly full that nei- 
ther of them would have contained al! 
the money. One jar, he said, con- 
tained 96 pieces, the other 104. 

After hearing this testimony, Attorney 
Green went to the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., carrying a half-gallon jar, 
and got a clerk to put 200 $20 gold pieces 
into it. They filled it hardly more 
than one-half full. This was considere:l 
a strong point in refutation of Swin- 
ney’s story. 

But Monday, in his final re-direct ex- 
amination by Attorney Bacon, Swinney 
Was asked whether the jars had 
tained anything besides the coins. 
replied that in each jar, a part 
newspaper, folded so as to take 
siderable space, was beneath the 
pleces. 

Names the Newspapers. 

When asked what the newspapers 
were, he said they were parts of a copy 
of the San Francisco Argonaut, and 
were dated five years before the time 
(1898) wheu they were dug up. 

‘“Isn’t it a fact,’’ demanded Attorney 
O'Bryan of the insurance company’s 
counsel, when he started his second 
crossvexamination, ‘‘that you put these 
newspapers in that jar this morning, 
since you went on the witness stand?” 

“No, sir,’’ said Swinney, without ios- 
ing his composure, “I found them there. 
They were there all] the time.” 

“Then why didn’t you say so in your 
deposition?” 

“You were leading me,” 
ney, in an injured tone. 
when you were questioning me, you 
called me down for telling something 
you hadn't asked about, so when I got 
to that point, I just answered your 
questions, and you never asked me what 
was under the coins, or I would sure 
have told you.” 

Killed Kimmel's Slayer.

REJECTED FOR BILL 
GIVING $24 000,000 


Senate Committee Votes Down 
Sherwood Measure, 10 to 4, 
Adopts Smoot Plan. 








By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The Sher- 
wood so-called “dollar-a-day” pension 
bill was rejected today by the Senate 
Committee on Pensions and another 
measure, which would involve an an- 
nual expenditure of $24,000,000, proposed 
as a substitute by Senator Smoot of 
Utah, was adopted. Senators Brown of 
Nebraska and Curtis of Kansas gave 
notice that in the Senate they would 
press the Sherwood bill as a substitute 
for the Smoot bill. The Sherwood bill 
passed the House. 

Senator Smoot’s estimate of $24,000,000 
as the cost of his plan is based on the 
Pension Bureau’s compilation of age 
and length of service of the veterans. 
The Sherwood bill, according to the 
Pension Bureau, would have cost about 
$75,000,000 a year. 

The Smoot bill, adopted by a vote 
of 12 to 2, after the Sherwood bill had 
been voted down, 10 to 4, embodies pro- 
visions to pension Civil War veterans, 
62 years old, who served 9 days or 
more, and any Mexican War veteran 
who served 60 days or more. The Mexi- 
can War veterans would receive $30 a 
month. 

The Civil War veterans would be put

lecheme according to testimony so far 
gathered by the Moss Committee: 

More than sixty years ago the Ever- 
giades were ceded to Florida by the 
United States Govermment. The region 
contained 4,000,000 acres, most of which 
is covered by from one to fifteen feet 
of water. The agreement was that 
Florida should devote to its school fund 
the revenue from the Everglades, if they 
were rented or sold. After many dif- 
ferent reports had been made as to the 
feasibility of draining the region and 
the probable value of the lands if: 
drained, Hamilton Disston, Philadelphia 
saw maker, undertook the first actual 
work of reclamation. The Florida In- 
ternal Improvement Board, which had 
charge of the swamps, agreed to pay 
him 2% cents an acre for drainage. H¢« 
did not get far with the project. It 
took years to settle the Disston claim 
against the State. 


Broward Reclamation Booster. 
The reclamation of the Everglades 


did not get another boost until Na- 
poleon B. Broward was elected Gov- 
ernor of Florida. Reclamation had been 
one of his battle cries in the campaign 
and he rehabilitated the project after 
he got to office. Broward and former 
Gov. Jennings, a cousin of W. J. Bryan, 
eontrolled the Internal Improvement 
Board. The first result of their agi- 
tation was the sale of some small tracts 
of the swamp at from $2 to $3 an acre. . 
At about that time Maj. J. O. Wright, 
then an engineer of the United States 
Agricultural Department, was sent to 
Florida by congressional resolution, to 
report on the feasibility of draining the 
Everglades. He also was scheduled to 
report on the probable agricultural value 
of the reclaimed lands. 
Wright spent many months in the re- 
gion in 1906 and 1907. While he was there 
the State of Florida began to dredge

In July, 1908, Gov. Broward and for- 
mer Gov. Jennings interested Richard J. 
Bolles .of Colorado in the Everglades 
plan. Bolles, who had made a fortune in 
Western irrigation, went to Florida and 
bought from private individuals 400,000 
acres, and from the _ State 500,000 
acres of the swamp at $2 an acre, 
payable in installments, the State 
agreeing to spend $1.50 an acre in drain- 
age. The last of Bolles’ installments is 
due in 1916, by which time the State has 
contracted to complete the drainage. 
Maj. Wright in 1909 completed his re- 
port on the Everglades and turned it 
in to the Agricultural Department. He 
asserts that his report was not intended 
either to boost or condemn the plans for 
the Everglades, but contained all the 
available evidence so that the public 
could draw its own conclusion.

The primary law of the State was 
thrust aside and a primary was called with con- 
ditions which made the city committee the di- 
rectors and supervisors of a primary in which 
they were avowed partisans. The delegations 
and the election were fixed to suit the purposes 
of the bosses. Not one word of protest against 
this villainy of despotic bossism was voiced by 
Speaker Clark or any of his friends. 

In Kansas City the election conditions and del- 
egations. were agreed upon by the party bosses 
without regard for the wishes of the party voters 
and without opportunity for their expression at 
the polls.

So much 
for the Roosevelt contention that it was neces- 
sury to seize the canal zone, by enabling Panama 
secede from Colombia, and purchasing from 
new republic territory for the canal.
